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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 30-45 are pending. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The claims are directed to a method for detecting an antigenic epitope in a cell 
surface, comprising contacting said antigenic epitope with an antibody having a binding 
affinity to said antigenic epitope , wherein said antigenic epitope is of a complex formed 
between two members of a binding couple as described in Claim 30, (i)-(iii). The 
method for such detection is novel because the priority applications, now patents (US 
6,020,468 and US 5,925,741) disclose such antibody and monoclonal antibody, 
respectively and its divisional application, 09/645,648, discloses such an antigenic 
epitope. The method for detecting such an antigenic epitope on a cell surface using 
such an antibody, therefore, would be novel.
